dealers while maintaining the 
sam e high retail p rices. 
Lefku witz

at what he tho u ght was a deer. 
He then left his hu nting co m ­ 
p anio n and walked deep er into 
the wo o ds to inv estigate. 
A c c o r d i n g to au tho rities, 
Walsh to ld p o lice that the two 
had b een sep arated fo r ab o u t 
ten

W ith fuel c o s ts rising, fuel supplies diminishing and the 
pro spects o f gaso line ratio ning beco ming mo re real bv the 
clay , Americans are thinking twice befo re buy ing tho se big 
and cumberso me gas-guzzling auto mo biles. It s the y ear o f 
the small car, and the dealers are in ago ny o v er the pro s-

prct. 


W ith just a Gw o bv io us ex ceptio ns, o v erall new car sales 
are do wn sharply fro m last v ear. 
th e eco no my cars are 
selling better than ev er; the intermediates hav e slo wed co n­ 
siderably ; big car sales hav e co me to a screeching halt. 
“ H ie big cars just are no t selling, ’ said Ken Hrppner at 
Jo hnso n Fo rd. “ The Pinto ’s, Mav erick’s and Mustang IPs 
are mo v ing quite well, hut the big cars arc just sitting in the 
lo t, and they ’re go ing to stay there until this energy irisis is 
©v rr. 
I hit sudden switch to the eco no my car, « aid Hrppner, 
will base o ther ramificatio ns, as well, “ the trade-in v alue 
fo r small used cars is increasing bv the day ,” he said, “ the 
laigc used cars are depreciating in v alue." 
His message: If y o u’re planning to trade that 4 .000 
po und tank, do n’t ex pect to p do llar fro m the dealer. Mo st, 


in fact, to ld the Freeman they wo uld ra'her no t ev en accept 
a large car in trade because the chances o f reselling it right 
p.wav are minimal 
And, when the energy crisis subsides, just the o ppo site 
sho uld ho ld true* large cars will begin selling again at to p 
do llar; the co mpacts will rust in the used car lo ts. 
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‘‘ Ihc small cars are selling and thr big cars aren’t, it’s 
that simple,” « aid Fred Fo ster at D eM icco Mo to rs, “ hut 1 
think the trend will mo v e hack to the bigger cars o nce the 
energy crisi; is o v er This can’t last fo rev er. If it do es, we’re 
all in big tro uble." 
Lai 'y Begr.al at Begnal American Mo to rs said his small- 
sized Gremlins and Ho rnets are selling better than ev er, hut 
that the large cars, bo th new and used, “ are dead.” 
But Begnal no ted that the intermediate sized cars seem to 
he selling abo ut as well as last sear. “ Let’s face it, the man 
with three o r fo ur kids just can’t buy an eco no my car,” he 
said, “ Jt just ¡-.n’t practical. The intermediates will co ntinue 


tii « ell, v hefher there’s a crisis o r no t, simply because there s 
a demand fo r what they o fTcr.” 
T hat’s no t the case, ho wev er, at Gem Cadillac-Oldsmo - 
Hilo . A t inn spo kesman said custo mers are buy ing small cars 
(the impo rted O m egas) o r b ig cars (Cadillacs), hut inter­ 
mediate sales are at a standstill. “ W e’re so ld o ut o f Cadillacs 
thro ugh December,” said the spo kesman, so mewhat surpris­ 
ingly , “ I rt’s face it, if a guy can affo rd to buy a Cadillac, he 
can affo id to pay fo r thr ex tra gas it uses.” 


To m Murphv , who o wns Co lo nial l.inco tn-Mercnrv , is 
in so mewhat hetur -hapr than his co mpetito rs, hut o nly be­ 
cause his dealership has a large sto ck o f three gas-sav ing 
mo dels: Subaru, Capri and Co met. “ I’v e go t fo ur beautiful 
Linco ln Mark l \ ” s sitting in thr lo t, but no o ne will to uch 
them," said Murphv , “ the large used cars are dead, to o .”
